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DENOMINATIONAL: POLICY OF THE “METHODIST 
- EPISCOPAL, CHURCH, SOUTH IN’ EUROPE. 


We.reaffirm the. purpose and_policy -set. forth in 


item 7 in the report on cooperation heretofore adopted, 
which is,as follows: 


It is further agreed that the primcifld on which the 
work shall be projected ‘shall be that of service rather 
than the extension and magnifying of ecclesiastical forms 
and names, ‘and. we recommend, therefore: : 


(a) That in planning the work careful consideration 
should be given to the principles of comity and co- 
operation with other evangelical forces, either national 
or coming from other lands. in order to second. their 
efforts in the promotion of the programs which they 
themselves are developing, so far as this can be done 


without’ compromise of our own principles and essential 
plans. 


(b) That special attention be given in, the. present 
emergency to existing Protestant Churches and } parti- 
 culiarly to. those whose. evangelical ideals .and methods 
give. promise of permanent. and wholesome results; to 
their. forms of evangelism .and ~ social service, with...a 
view. of siding and strengthening them, by. co-operation 


In. moO case purposely weakening them’by com- 
petition. 


(c) Incase of countries where State Churches exist 
or ‘have existed and-where there are forms’ of | Christi- 
anity thatrvareonot in harmony with ‘the spirit and orga- 
nization of our churches, our purpose should ‘bea 

constructive rather than a destructive policy, the aim 
being always without compromise of essential principles 
or confusion of method, to find points of sympathetic 
contact which may give to our workers opportunity for 


i ga 


cooperation even among ecclesiastical organizations 
which differ in their forms of expression a_ndterms of 
interpretation of Christianity from our own. 


DIRECT DENOMINATIONAL WORK. 


1. It will be necessary for us to own and control 
our own institutions such as schools, and other plants 
where cooperative work is not practicable, and for 
purposes of cooperation and of efficient work. iit’ will 
be neccessary for us to maintain our own peculiar orga- 
nization and direct our whole operation under the forms 
and authorizations of the Church in America, while 
funds and workers from America are furnished, and in 
order to make our best contribution to the religious 
life of the people. | 3 

2. We must follow our own methods of evange- 
lism and our own interpretation of the Bible and of the 
spiritual life without controversy, and with the utmost 
good will and spirit of toleration for those who may 
differ from us. Only so can we strengthen the evange- 
lical forces and further the triumphs of the truth. 

3. It is our firm conviction that a definite, éarnest 
and open program of evengelism is the outstanding 
need of those people to whom we go. It is the one 
thing in which there is the greatest lack and without 
which all else would be almost in vain. That need 
which is emphasized by a heart hunger furnishes the 
one supreme opportunity and call of the church, and 
we should not fai! of men, money or method for this

DIRECT DENOMINATIONAL WORK. 


1. It will be necessary for us to own and control
